AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  charter  of  George^ 
Town.  * 

Bfc  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  U- 
nited  States  of  America  in  Congress , 
assembled.  That  from  and  after  the 
iccuud  Monday  in  March  current,  the 
corporation  of  George  Town,  in  the  dif- 
tdrt  ofEGnhnnbia,  ftlall  be  divided  into 
two  branches;  the  Sift  branch  to  be 
corilpofed  of  five  member!  and  a record- 
er, and  to  be  called  the  board  of  alder- 
men ; and  the  fecond  branch  to  be  com- 
, pofed  of  eleven  members,  and  to  be  cal- 
led  the  board  of  common  council  men  ; 

* \which  faid  ttfo  branches  fhall  he  elerted 
"***  a«  hereafter  particularly  provided. 

Sec.  t.  Ard  be  it  farther  enabled. 
That  immediately  after  the  pafiage  of 
thu  art,  and  before  the  faid  day  above 
mentioned,  the  prrfent  members  of'the 
faid  corporation  fhall  meet  at  their  ufual 
place  of  meeting,  and  then  and  there 
ch  >ofe  by  ballot,  from  their  body,  five 
perfons  to  eompofe  the  Paid  board  of  al- 
dermen, which  faid  perfons,  when  cho-

Mr.  L.  bad  to  encounter  great  diffi- 
culties in  this  negotiation.  He  had 
alternate  hopes  and  fears,  even  after 
they  had  determined  to  fell,  and  had 
called  upon  him  for  a proportion  ; and 
even  after  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Monroe  at 
Havre,  there  wai  a moment  in  which 
he  might  have  doubted  Mr.  Talleyrand’s 
iincerity,  particularly  on  the  tenth  he 
told  him  that  his  proportion  was  unau- 
thorifed.  Mr.  L.  wiflied  at  that  in- 
flant  that  Mr.  Monroe  had  brought 
with  him  an  affurance  that  N.  Orleans 
was  in  our  poflVffion.  This  would  cot 
have  injured  us ; but  as  things  have 
turned  out,  it  is  better  that  we  di£  not 
feiae  it.  I here  was  a perfeft  accord- 
ance of  fentiments  between  Mr,  Mon- 
roe and  Mr.  L.  in  every  meafure  that 
regarded  the  treaty,  and  in  fteps  that  had 
been  taken  to  pave  the  way  for  its  exe- 
cution previous  to  his  arrival.  After 
that  event  nothing’  was  lift  but  fotne 
commercial  arrangements,  and  the  price, 
in  Which  they  met  with  much  candor  on 
the  part  of  Mr.  Marbois; 

This  treaty  was  conlidered  at  Paris  as 
a mod  important  acquifition,  and  pr« 
cured  Mr.  L.  the  congratulations  of  all 
the  corps  diplomatique,  who  knew  tire 
difficulties  he  had  to  encounter,  on  his 
arrival,  and  who  were  warmly  and  vain- 
ly foliciting  the  payment  of  their  claims, 
wliil  ours  were  fo  happily  provided  for. 

Though  the  Britifh  have  taken  fome 
merit  for  the  treaty,  they  have  not  the 
leaf!  claim  to  it.  Lord  Whitworth  de- 
clared a few  days  before  he  left  Paris, 
that  Louifiana  had  never  been  an  ob- 
jeft  of  difeuffion  between  him  and  the 
French  government.  This  appears  by 
the  papers  laid  before  parliament ; and 
lord  Hawkefbury,  in  announcing  the 
treaty  declared  be  had  no  knowledge  of 
it  till  it  was  communicated  officially  by 
Mr.  King,  who  himfelf  knew  nothing 
of  it  till  concluded.
